  16   (b) (1) If a public body fails to comply with § 10-505, § 10-506, § 10-507, § 
  17  10-508, or § 10-509(c) of this subtitle [and a person is affected adversely, the] ANY

  19     (i) determine the applicability of those sections; 
 
  20     (ii) require the public body to comply with those sections; or
